« A Proclamation concerning Aſſart lands.

— Hereas by our Proclamation giuen at our Pal- 


25 Jace of Weſtminſter the xvii. day of Febmuary, in the ſecond yeere of 
Ne 74 7 1 our Reiane of Great Britaine, France And Ireland, Wee did publiſh and 
© 8 N make it knowen to dur louing Subiects, that foꝛ their Common good 
7 : 50 and quiet, and foꝛ auopding of chargeable and tedious Sutes, we had 
e 2 by our Commiſſion vnder the great Seale of England, giuen full 
evo wer and authozitie vntoceriatne Commiſſioners in the ſaid Com- 
miſſion mentioned, foꝛ Us, and in our name to bargaine, ſell and contlude foꝛ divers our Meſ⸗ 
ſuages, Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments called Aſſarts, usaſks 02 Purpꝛeſtures, which 
are oꝛ were within the limits of ſome of our Foꝛreſts, to and with any perſon oz perſons, and 
their heires in Fee · ferme, oꝛ other eſtate of inheritante, with a dilcharge ofthe meanepzofits, as 
by our ſaid Pzoclamation may moꝛe at large appeare: Whereupon we doubted not but our lo⸗ 
ning Subiects whom it did tonterne, and who haue bene long in poſleſſion of the ſaid Lands at 
very low Rates, would haue taken care in time to haue pꝛouided foꝛ their owne pꝛolit, ſafetie 
and peace therein. And neuertheleſſe Wee are of late enfoꝛmed, that hitherto very fewe of them 
haue appeared befoꝛe our ſaid Commiſſioners to compound oz conclude foꝛ any of our ſaid Meſ⸗ 
ſuages, Lands, Tenements oz Hereditaments, as was expected, pꝛeſuming (as it ſeemeth) that 
they may take their owne times and leaſure foꝛ it, and in the meane time ſome others neuer pol⸗ 
ſeſſed of the ſaid Meſſuages, Lands, Tenements ozHereditaments, haue in their default offred 
to tompound and conclude with vs foꝛ the ſame. Wherein our deſire is, that the long and anti⸗ 
ent poſſeſſoꝛs of the ſaid Lands, ſhould herein be p:eferred befoze all others. 

Theſe are therefoze to ſignifie our further pleaſure, That all ſuch as be poſſeſſed of any the 
ſaid Meſſuages, Lands,Tenements oꝛ Hereditaments, and doe purpoſe oz thinke good foz their 
owne pꝛofit, ſafetie and quiet, to compound oꝛ conclude with our ſaid Commiſſioners foꝛ any the 
ſaid Meſſuages, Lands, Tenements oꝛ Hereditaments called Aſſarts, Waſts, oꝛ Purpꝛeſtures, 
which are oꝛ were within the limits of any of our Foꝛreſts oz Chaſes, ſhall tome in and attend 
dur ſaid Comnuſſioners concerning the lame, betwixt this and the firſt of October now next en⸗ 
ſuing, other wiſe in their default we will diſpoſe thereof to others as we ſhall ſee taule.
